W a sh in g t o n , August 233.—Stewart of­ 
fered a resolution calling on the Secretary 
of the Interior for copies of reports and af­ 
fidavits on which the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office based his letter to 
Burns, of the House of Representatives, 
on the subject of tim ber depredat 
It 
went over till to-morrow, Stewarl sta’.ug 
that he would then subm it a few rema 
s 
Sherm an offered 
a resolution, whicu 
went over till to-morrow, directing the 
paym ent of an award to the La Abra Sil­ 
ver Mining Company under the convention 
with Mexico. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the pream ble and resolutions 
from the Comm ittee on Library accepting 
the bust of Garibaldi, presented by the 
Italian; t-i this country. 
Evarts delivered a eulogy on the life and 
character of the Italian hero. 
C handler then resumed the speech he 
began yesterday on the resolution for an 
investigation of the recent Louisiana elec­ 
tion. Commenting on one account of tbe 
m urder of W illiam Adams, he said : 
“They do 
not allow 
mugwumps in 
Louisiana. They kill them . 
He was a 
w h item an , an ex-Confederate soldier and 
a Democrat, who concluded to support the 
W arm outh ticket, and he was not allowed 
to live. 
H e was shot to death in Monroe 
by some of Governor M cEnry’a followers, 
and his body thrown into a river, in order 
to enable Quachita Parish to have its vote 
returned for Nicoll.” 
Chandler then turned his attention to 
the election frauds in New York, and after 
describing the methods there returned to 
the Louisiana case and concluded as fol­ 
lows: 
“ If the Republicans of the North had not 
the ability, persistence and courage to de­ 
m and and Becure the observance of uni­ 
versal suffrage, but subm itted to its nullifi­ 
cation by the oligarchy which now ruled 
the North and South, and if they thus 
abandoned the colored people to the wrongs 
which now encompassed them , they would 
deserve no better fate than to have the 
w hips and fetters from which Abraham 
Lincoln had freed the bondmen applied to 
their own backs.” 
The resolution was laid aside w ithout ac­ 
tion. 
The Senate then took up the resolution 
reported from the Judiciary Committee on 
the subject of the suppression of colored 
votes at the municipal election in Jackson, 
Miss., and Wilson of Iowa addressed the 
Senate in support of the resolution. 
His 
rem arks were interrupted by the appear­ 
ance of one of the Secretaries of the Presi­ 
dent, who delivered to the Senate a mes­ 
sage from the 
President, and 
Wilson 
yielded to Edm unds, who moved an ad­ 
journm ent. 
Morgan suggested that the President in­ 
tended to send an im portant message on 
the subject of the rejection of the fisheries 
treaty. 
The presiding officer—“ The message has 
been received.” 
Morgan—" I hope it will he subm itted to 
the Senate before adjournm ent.” 
E dm unds—“ The message can wait till 
to-morrow.” 
Morgan—“ I ask the yeas and nays on 
the motion to adjourn.” 
The question was taken, and the motion 
was agreed to—yeas 23, nays 20 (a strict 
party vote)—and the Senate adjourned. 
T h e H ou se. 
W a sh in g t o n , August 23d.—In tbe House, 
on motion of Sm ith of Arizona, a bill was 
passed granliug the Tidal Land and W ater 
Company the right of way through the 
Fort Lowell M ilitan Reservation, Arizona. 
Dubers of Idaho offered a resolution dis­ 
charging the Committee on Judiciary from 
further consideration of 
the resolution 
calling on the Attorney-General for a list 
of pardons granted by the President to 
persons convicted of unlaw ful cohabitation 
iu Utah and Idaho. 
It went over until to­ 
morrow. 
The House resum td consideration on the 
conference report of the arm y appropria­ 
tion bill. 
After some discussion as to whefber the 
rights of the House had been invaded by 
the Senate and that the Committee on 
M ilitary Atiairs had been guilty of trespa s 
on the rights of another committee, the 
conference report was rejected—38 to 61. 
The House insisted on its disagreement 
to the Senate am endm ent and a further 
conference was ordered. 
Tbe House then went into Committee of 
the W hole on the deficiency appropriation 
bill. 
The pendirg point of order against the 
French spoliation claims section was sus­ 
tained by tbe Chair. 
Dibble appealed therefrom, and the qnes- 
tion being on sustaining the decision of the 
Chair, he made the point of no quorum . 
F urther proceedings were suspended to 
allow the comm ittee 
to rise, and the 
Speaker fo lay before the House the Presi­ 
dent's message relative to Ihe fisheries 
question. The reading of the paper was 
listened to with profound attention, and at 
its conclusion the Democrats burst into ap­ 
plause. 
The Speaker referred the document to 
the Committee on Foreign Atiairs, Me- 
Creary securing unanim ous consent to re­ 
port from that com m ittte on the subject at 
any time. 
Wilson of Minnesota immediately offered 
a bill to empower the President to more 
effectually carry out the purposes of an 
Act entitled, “An Act to authorize the Pres­ 
ident to protect and defend the rights of 
American fishing vessels, American fisher­ 
men, American trading and other vessels 
in certain cases, and for other purposes, 
approved March 3, 1887, and to authorize 
the President to protect American interests 
against unjust discrim inations in the use of 
canals in the British Dominion of North 
America.” 
Referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 
The House then made an effort to re­ 
sum e regular business, but no quorum ap­ 
pealing, the comm ittee aro3e and 
tbe 
House adjourned.

These are subjects w hich partisanship should 
not disturb uor confuse. Let us survey the 
grouud calm ly and m oderately, an d , haviug 
t ut aside other m eans of settlem ent, if we enter 
upou the policy o f retaliation let us pursue it 
firmly, w ith a determ ination onlv to subserve 
ihe interests of our people and m aintain the 
high standard becom ing the pride of Am erican 
citizenship.

Auenst 23d.—President 
Cleveland sent a message to Congress to-day 
on tbe subject of the rejection of the fish­ 
eries treaty, which is the most sensational 
com m ent issned by him since his free 
trade address to the National Legislature. 
The fisheries treaty, as negotiated by Bay­ 
ard and his a;sistant Commissioners, was 
regarded by the m sjority of tbe Senate as 
a8urtenderof American rights and a con­ 
fession of incapacity to deal properly with 
the subject by the present A dm inistration. 
In sporting parlance, the President to day 
sees the Senate, and goes them one better. 
After saying th at he believes the treaty 
was well suited to the exigency, and that 
its provisions were adequate for onr secur­ 
ity in future from vexatious incidents and 
for the promotion of friendly neighborhood 
and intimacy, without sacrificing in the 
least our national pride or dignity, the 
President says: 


The co operation necessary for the adjust­ 
ment of the long-stand ing national differences, 
with which we have to deal by methods of con­ 
ference and agreement, having thus been d e­ 
clined , I am by no means disposed to abandon 
the interests and the rights of our people in the 
premises, or to neglect their grievances, and I 
therefore turn to the contemplation o f the plan 
of retaliation as a mode which still rem ain' of 
treating the situa ion. Plainly stated, the policy 
on national retaialtion manifestly embraces the 
infliction of the greatest harm upon those who 
have injured us. with the least possible damage 
to ourseives. There is also an evident propriety, 
as w ell as an invitation to m ental support, 
found in visiting upon tbe offending party the 
same measure or kind of treatment o f w'hich 
we complain, and as far as possible within the 
same line. And, above all things, the plan of re­ 
taliation, if entered upon, should be thorough 
aud vigorous. 
These considerations lead me 
at this time to Invoke the aid and cout£el of 
Congress aud its support in such a further grnut 
of power as seems to me necessary ¡u«i <jtKira-

FREE TRADE. 


A C o rresp o n d en t’s V iew o f th e T ariff 
Q a estio n . 
[Communicated] 
Free- trade is good for England, and the 
reasons-alleged for its existence are excel­ 
lent; she, oí course, desires wider markets, 
in fact wishes the world for a m arket. 
She raises the cry of selfishness against 
those who oppose her policy, and here, in 
parenthesis, let us rem ark that the good 
Lord intended m en to be selfish, to the ex­ 
tent of self-preservation, and that this 
tendency clearly works to the general per• 
ntanc ii- good ; it would seem that liberal- 
m inded people need not worry over this 
part of the subject. 
Free trade is not good for the U nited 
State.:f and never will be until our food 
supply is deficient. 
W hen that is short 
then wo m ust buy it with m anufactured 
articles at any demanded am ount of sacri­ 
fice, just as England does. 
l ’rofessor Thorold Rogers is the author 
pf the able essay on free trade in the 
iincylop-jcdia Dritannica, and from that 
article tbe following extract is taken; itis 
the oandid opinion of a pronounced free­ 
trader : 
“ The restraint of production and trade 
was a policy which ancient civilization 
never adopted. 
Perhaps the explanation 
is to be found in the prevalence of slavery. 
There is a 
radical 
difference between 
ancient and modern civilization ; that, in 
the former, slavery was deemed natural, 
nr the latter it has been seen-, to be m is­ 
chievous aud felt to be detestable. 
In. 
m odttn societies, therefore,tha free laborer 
is-a factor in the interpretation of econom i­ 
cal forees ; in ancient ones ha counted for 
nothing, or next to nothing. To have pro­ 
bibitea free Lade in the products of for- 
aign labor at Athens w ould have been to 
givo-aiivantuge to one class of slave-holders 
in opposition or in contrast to another 
olase of slave-holders, a n iw a s not to- be 
thought of. 
To prohibit free trade between E ngland , 
and France, or England, and the U nited 
tkates, is, in appearance at least, to assist 
the hom e labor of ’be country which, 
adopts protection agaix^t the rivalry of free 
labor in another cctuitry w hich m ight 
undersell its rivals. 
7rotection in ancient 
‘¿ates would have bcea seen to bo naked 
selfishness; in modarn times, it tuny seem 
to be gennine and disinterested patriotism . 
A nd it may be obs-sured that, for this ,and 
other reasons, m ost slave-boldln® countries 
have been inditfw t-at to protective tegula 
turns, or even unlpendly to them .

THE NEED FOE 
SWIMMING 
BATHS. 


T he loss of the City of Chester and the 
sae -:h te o f human lifeconseqlient upon it, 
emphasizes a great public need in this city. 
But 'Then we speak of “this city,” it occurs 
to us that the localization of the need for 
spacious baths w here people may be taught 
tosw .in is unjust, for every considerable 
tow., in th e country ought to i>e provided 
w ith large and distinct swimming baths 
for t'cat reason. 
T h at they are not, that 
here we not only have no such baths, 
but arrest and punish those who exercise 
a natural instinct when they seek the 
river for natatorial delights, is lamentable. 
Y et because of the dangerous river cur­ 
rents it is necessary to forbid indiscrim ­ 
inate bathing in the stream. 
Stockton has a public swimming bath* 
Pan Jose is well provided with one also, as 
too !- Monterey, and Pan Francisco lias 
several. 
T hat Sacramento, with an ocean 
of water flowing by her gates lias none, is 
a reproach th at should he removed v rv 
speedily. 
W e undertake to say that nineteen out 
of twenty of the men, women and chil­ 
dren drowned in our river would not Lave 
■-II lost th eir lives had fliev been taught to 
swim. 
And yet to all who do swim, 
how very odd it sounds to speak of 
teaching one to swim. 
T he truth is we 
could not help swimming if we would but 
subm it ourselves to the stream w ithout re­ 
sistance. Let a puppy, a colt, a cat or a pig 
he cast into the water for the>tirst tim e 
and they will float, and swim naturally. 
But the boy would scarcely turn out as 
well. 
He, therefore, must he taught, to a 
certain degree. 
If meu only knew that 
non-resistance and proper breathing iu 
their eases would probably result in their 
floating, as easily as lower animals, there 
would be fewer deaths by drowning. 
It is to be a i cep ted as an undeniable 
tru th th at all hum an beings ought to know 
how to swim. But it is also true that we— 
of the interior at least—afford ourselves 
fewer opportunities to learn how to save 
our lives when in the water than any other 
people upon the face of the globe. 
The 
English are a nation of swimmer-. 
The 
English woman who does not swim is esti­ 
m ated as devoid of an essential need in 
education 
and 
accomplishment. 
The 
French as a rule are good swimmers, men, 
women and children, and in both these 
countries the Government is at great pains 
tn encourage the natatorial art. 
There is 
no reason why valley Californians should 
not at least kui>w the proprieties of the 
watery element solar an life-saving goe-. to­ 
wel! as the Engli h and French. 
1 Lie hundred and five hum an beings 
w. : down with an ocean steamer on the 
A tlantic two weeks ago—they were mostly 
Americans, and it is -afe to say that eighty 
of them could not swim, and that if they 
had possessed th e simple art they m ight 
have sustained 
themselves 
until from 
wreckage a raft could have been con­ 
structed. 
In Pan Francisco bay, last week, 
a ferry-boat loaded with passengers became 
disabled in mid-stream in a fog, and for 
many hours lay helpless. 
H ad another 
-•.earner plunged into the (Tippled boat and 
wrecked her, probably two-thirds of the 
people would have been drowned, though 
safety by swim ming ten rods would have 
been assured. 
W e tell our children that it is an essen­ 
tial to be able to swim, but we provide no 
means w hatever to enable them to acquire 
th a t confidence in which about the whole 
art of swimming resides. 
A cea-u- taken 
at a Pacific seaside resort last week, showed 
th a t ot 030 people upon the beach 410 
could not swim and had not made the at­ 
tem pt. 
Many thought they could not 
“ stand” the shock of the chili -urf bath. 
But if these people were upon a coasting 
steam er—a dozen or more of which ply up 
and down California shores weekly, loaded 
w ith men, women and children—in case of 
th e foundering of the ship they would be 
compelled to subm it to the “ shock, and 
probably to death 
B ut the latter they 
m ight avoid if they knew how to conduct 
them selves pbyskally when cast into the 
w ater, and which knowledge and the exer­ 
cise accompany ing it- application, rob the 
“ shock” of six-tenths of its fear. 
Every boy and girl in Sacram ento over 
6 years of age can be taught to swim in 
an hour after a first trial, and will acquire 
skill iu the art w ithout aid. 
E very one of 
them in like ti ne 
an be taught how to 
avoid sinking—how to float—and hence in 
most cases how to save th eir lives. 
But 
there is not in tLis city of 30,000 semis or 
more, any lawful means by which any 
parent can give his child an opportunity 
to develop the ,-ame life-saving instinct 
th a t is manifest by th e puppy when it is 
cast into a sheet of water. 
On the con­ 
trary, in nineteen out of every twenty 
cases for thirty years past of our people, 
old and young, who have fallen into the 
river that flows by ,u r doors, drowning La- 
resulted. 
Aside from all sanitary, muscle-develop­ 
ing, health-prom oting considerations, aside 
from the exquisite pleasures the swimmer 
experiences and the delights of sport iu 
the one element in which we are ¡*> ill pre­ 
pared to projierly liehave ourselves, Sacra­ 
mento ought to ha -e. and every other Cal­ 
ifornia city ought to have public swim­ 
m ing baths. 
W ealth, energy and public 
spirit ought to give us large, well-ap­ 
pointed swimming baths — an 1 capital 
would, we believe find the investm ent re­ 
munerative.

To this, at least, those 
eouid not reasonably object who believe 
tiie Federal tax to be a hindrance to the 
consumption of intoxicants. 
Not lieliev- 
ing that total removal of the tax would 
necessarily increase the sum of drunken- 
ess, we believe tiie right policy would be 
to remove the Federal tax. to encourage 
State and m unicipal regulation of the 
traffic, to w hich policy the Federal tax is 
a hindrance. 
M r. A. S. H ew itt is a Dem­ 
ocrat whose party loyalty will not be 
questioned. 
Not many year- ago in the 
House of R eprrsentatives he vigorously 
advocated the total repeal of the Fed­ 
eral tax, rath er than have it continue to 
be au obstruction to the useful employ­ 
m ent of spirits in the arts, manufactures 
and in medicines. 
H e saw then, w hat has 
since been 
confirmed 
by the highest 
judicial authority, th at the Btates have the 
unquestioned rig h t to derive any revenue 
each may determ ine from a local tax upon 
liquors.

means free whisky—but quite the 
contrary. 


Lkt full credit be given where credit is 
due.

“ B ro c k ” iu th e P a p e rs. 
Mr. Edward Doran, whose nam e has ap­ 
peared incorrectly in the city papers a great 
m any tim es in connection w ith Police 
Court cases, was in the dock again yester­ 
day m orning, charged with having been 
drunk. 
T he nam e invariably appeals on 
the calendar as “Brock" Doran, and the 
reporters have thus been unw ittingly led 
into an error w hich they w ill no doubt 
avoid iu the future, after the statem ent the 
gentlem an made yesterday. 
Doran is not 
a bad m an by any means, but he w ill get 
drunk. 
Let him tell his own story: 
“I plead guilty, your H onor,“said Doran, 
when he was called upon to plead, “but 
there are m itigating circumstances. 
I had 
just served a term o f ten days on a sen­ 
tence which your H onor pronounced, and 
which was no doubt just. 
I have no com ­ 
plaint to m ake about that, 
i have nothing 
to say against the police force. 
T hey are a 
lot o f com petent m en and seem to do their 
duty, but there seem s to be a couple of 
them that follow m e continually. 
They 
watch lue as if I was Black Bart or Jim m y 
Hope or any of those notorious charac­ 
ters.' 
'W ho is Jim m y H ope?” interrupted the 
City A ttorney.” 
“ Mr Church, I suppose m ost everybody 
who reads the Police Gazette knows who 
Jim m y H ope is? ” 
' W ho is Black B art?” 
“ He is another one that 
everybody 
knows who reads the papers. 
I was only 
out about six hours, your H onor, when I 
landed back again. 
, have no desire, as I 
have olted said, o f com ing before you, but 
it seem s really that if I get into a little bit 
of an argum ent on the street, which of 
course a man w ill do this tim e of year ; 
when politics is runniDg high, a man is 
likely to get in here on oue side or the 
other. 
It seem s to m e that they bring me 
right away when they hear m y voice at 
all." 
' Y ou meau that they have a political 
bias against y o u ? ” asked the Judge 
“ W ell, I don’t know that they have, but 
they bring m e in. 1 have been twenty-four 
years here am ong Sacramento people, and 
[ do not know that there has been any bad 
charge against m e. 
It is bad enough to get 
drunk but I have never robbed a stage or 
murdered anybody, nor have I ever in­ 
sulted a woman or a child. 
I think this is 
uot a very bad record for that length o f 
tim e.” 
" H ow long had you been out before you 
took a drink ?” asked the City Attorney. 
“It was a couple o f hours. 
1 refused sev­ 
eral drinks during that lim e. 
I was going 
up K street and I met the Nicolaus stage, 
and heard som e one call out, ‘Oh, Btock.’ 
It was a man I worked with up at Nicolaus 
last sum m er, and he paid m e $2 that I bad 
loaned him , and asked m e to take a drink. 
I protested that I had just got out and 
didn't want to drink and wanted to keep 
out of those places, and I stuck to it for 
quite aw hile, but som ehow I took a drink, 
and, o f course, that is just how it started. 
If a man would not take the first he would 
be alw ays right. 
' Another thing, your Honor. 
I have no 
business at all to see my nam e in the Sac­ 
ramento press every night and every morn­ 
ing. 
They have got it very plain. 
It is 
either ‘Old Brock' or ‘Brock’ Doran. 
It is 
enough to drive a man w ith any com m on 
sense on h is way to Stockton or Napa. 
Maybe those reporters don't know rny real 
nam e. 
W ell, they know enough. 
That is 
the nam e I go by am ong m y fellow work­ 
ingm en. If they would put m y right nam e 
down then probably people would not 
know m e outside.” 
“ W hat is your right name?" 
“ My nam e is Edward D. ran, and there 
was a good deal of trouble taken about 
christening m e—more than there was about 
any of the editois o f the two papers.” 
Mr. Doran declined to enter into a de­ 
scription of the scenes at the christening, 
saying that the present case was of too se­ 
rious a character to bring in irrelevant 
matters. 
Judge Buckley decided to let Mr. Doran 
go this tim e, on a promise to do his best to 
keep sober. 
li. \V. Shorge, a Japanese servant, was 
tried on a charge of petit laiceny and ac­ 
quitted. H e was defended by Hiram John­ 
son. 
A pillow -slip belonging to the com ­ 
plaining witness had been found in his 
valise, but it cou'd not be shown how it 
got there. 
Peter McGanu pleaded guilty to vagrancy 
and was sentenced to twenty days in the 
County Jail. 
T he com m itm ent was w ith­ 
held to give him an opportunity to leave 
town, and he prom ptly availed him self of 
the chance. 
John Rheudz was tried for battery and 
acquitted. It was show n that he sim ply 
bounced a m an out of his hotel because the 
latter did not leave when ordered. 
The statem ent on appeal was filed in the 
case o f V,'. VV. Cone, convicted of em bez­ 
zlem ent. 
K. C. Hart asked for the dism issal of the 
charge of battery against Charles Roberts, 
w ho evaded both his trial aud his bonds-_ 
m en by fleeiug to Oregon. 
A charge of 
assault to m ordí r has been put against the 
refugee. 
The City Attorney entered a pro­ 
test against the dism issal, and asked that 
the deposit of $00 
be forfeited. 
Judge 
Buckley continued the matter until A u­ 
gust 30th.

Presentation by Governor W aterm an on 
B e h alf o f S a c ram en to L adies. 
Last evening about one hundred of the 
Harrison and Morton Glee Club and som e 
of the members of the other Republican 
clubs, under the com m and o f W .II.

THE RIGHT* TO *?SH . 


F u ll T ext o f J u stic e D e fin e '* C om p re­ 
h e n siv e D ecisio n . 
T he 
follow ing decision, rendered 
on 
W ednesday by Justice Jam es B. D evin e, is 
upon a matter of such general interest a.id 
handles the subject with such clearness 
that it is given in full, though a briel 
synopsis 
of it appeared in the Recokd- 
U sio n yesterday. 
The 
fishermen bad 
joined togeiher to m ake this a test case and 
over 900 of them , w ho are fishintr between 
here and San Francisco, are interested in 
the decision. 
T he case was ably presented 
by Jav R. Brown, Deputy District Attorney, 
for the people and Add C. H ick son for the 
defendant. 
A ltir the decision Mr. H ink- 
son acquiesced and inform ed his client that 
he thought it useless to appeal. 
The nom ­ 
inal fine was therefore paid. 
The decision 
is as fo llo w s: 
In the Juiticc Court of Saramento City, county 
ot Sacramento, California, belore James I!. 
Devine. Justice, c-te.—Tne People of the stale 
of California vs. John Smith, defendant. 


OPINION OP THE COURT. 
The defendant in this case is charged with 
[he crime oi misdemeanor, the complaint alleg­ 
ing that defendant, on th e 
day of August, 
1888, and within the limits of the county ol Sac­ 
ramento, In this State, did then ami títere will­ 
fully and unlawiully engage In and carry on 
the business of fishing iu the public water.-, of 
California, with a bout and net. without first 
taking out and procuring the necessary license 
prescribed by law. 
By statue of this State, approved March 21, 
lse7. it is enacted that “Every person engaged 
in the vocation of fishing in the public waters 
of litis State who shall use a boat and net for the 
purpose of such fishing must first obtain a license 
la-fore engaging in such vocation. * * ® That 
the Controller oi State shall pr pare and sign 
suitable licenses, w hich shall be delivered to 
th eF i-h Commissioners und countersigned bv 
the Commission : that the owner or user of each 
fishing iioat worked by less than three men shall 
pay an annual license fee of five dollars, and 
lor each boat worked by three or more men. a 
fee of two and one half dollars for each man 
so employed ; that said liecnse fees must be col­ 
lected by the Fish Commissioners, or by some 
one designated by them for that purpose, who 
arc empowered to arrest any person fishing, or 
using a boat and net for fishing, without the 
license required by the A ct: and that the money 
collected lrom such licenses shall be paid into 
the State Treasury, aud constitute a fund to be 
applied to the payment of the expenses of prop­ 
agating, protecting, restoring ni_d Introducing 
fish in the waters ot this .State," etc. 
At the trial It was proven, and admitted by 
counsel for defendant, that the fac:s charged in 
the complaint a c true, and that defendant 
being engaged iu that vocation did, at the time 
alleged, fish with boat and net iu the Sacra­ 
mento river, a navigable stream, at a point in 
this county where the tide of the ocean ebbs 
aud 
Hows, 
without first having procured 
and taken out the license required by the Act 
above referred to. 
Admitting these, the defendant is guiltv unless 
the contention ol his counsel he sustained that 
he cannot be convicted for the reasons— 
First—The Legis ature not having declared a 
violation of the provision of this Act requiring 
a license to be taken out, a crime, and not hav­ 
ing fixed its punishment, that therefore no 
crime has been committed, and no punishment 
can be inflicted; and, 
Second—That the public has a common and 
inherent right of fishing in all the navigable 
waters of this State, wherein the tide ebbs and 
flows, which cannot be constitutionally taxed, 
regulated, licensed or restrained by the Legisla­ 
ture. 
While it is true that the Act does not in ex­ 
press terms declare a violation of its provision 
prescribing a license a crime, or designate a 
penalty for such violation, still at the time it 
was enacted Section 435 of the Penal Code of 
this State provided, and still provides, that 
■ Every person who commences or carries ou 
any business, trade, profession or calling for the 
transaction or carrying on oi which a license is 
required by any law of this State, without first 
lakiD goutor procuring the license prescribed 
by such Is w. is guilty ol a misdemeanor.” And 
Section 19 of the same code declares that “ the 
crime ol misdemeanor is punishable bv impris­ 
onment in the county jail not exceeding six 
months, or by fine not exceeding S5W. or by 
both." 
Following the general rule of statutory con­ 
struction. it is to be presumed that the legis­ 
lature at the time of the passage of this law was 
conversant with the fact that these provisions 
of the Peual Code were in existence, enacted it 
in view thereof, aud intended that a violation 
of its provision requiring a license should 
be a misdemeauor punishable as such. But 
apart from this, the present piosecution is iu- 
stituted under Section 435 ol the Penal Code, 
which expressly makes the defendant s failure 
to take out the license required a misdemeanor, 
consequently the first objection ia sed is unten­ 
able. 
The particular clause of the Federal or state 
Constitution to which this Act is claimed to be 
repugnaut w as not called to my attention at the 
trial, but lrom an examination of the legal pre­ 
cedents bearing ou the subject, and keeping in 
mind that Courts sit not to review or revise tin- 
legislative action, but to enforce the legislative 
will, and that it is only when thev find that the 
Legislature has failed to keep within its consti­ 
tutional limits that they are at libertv to disre­ 
gard its action, I have concluded that" the con­ 
stitutionality of the Act in question is unassail­ 
able. 
There is no doubt that by the common law all 
persons have a common and general right of 
fishing iu the sea, and iu all bays, coves, 
branches, and arms of the sea. ami in all other 
navigable or tide waters; and the law makes in 
this respect uo difference between shell fish ami 
swimming and floating fish. This right, how­ 
ever, like all other right- of fishing, either in 
the sea or rivers, is subject to be restrained and 
regulated by the Legislature and tire State, as 
representing the people has tbe right to regu­ 
late the common rights and privileges of ti-li 
ing. Angelí ou Watercourse, "Sec tion C5. There­ 
fore a Maine statute prohibiting any person 
Inking oysters or other shellfish from the wa­ 
ters of that State during certain months of the 
year, without a permit from the selectmen of 
the town where the oysters or shell fish should 
tie found was upheld. Moulton v-. Libby, 57 Me., 
47:;. to in Dunham vs. Lampbere. 5 i day, 268, 
the- Massachusetts Supreme Court held valid a 
statute prohibiting any person to take fish by 
seining within one mile from certain shores of 
that state. 
And in Commonwealth vs. Vincent, 10s Mass. 
146. Justice Cray said iu 1871, that ‘ The Legis 
latnre of a State has the right to regulate tie 
timi au dmauner of fishing in the sea within its 
limits, and according to the opinions of most 
respectable Judges may even grant exclusive 
rights of fishing at paiticular places in tide 
water." 
This Act, plainly, is one enacted to provide 
revenue and funds wlieiewith to protect, en­ 
courage aud foster the fishery interests of the 
people of this State in its public water-: in fact, 
its very title. “An Act to regulate the vocation 
of ti-hiug and to provide therefrom revenue for 
the restoration and preservation offish In the 
waters of the state of California,” denoti s its 
purpose. The same power given to the State to 
pass 
laws 
for 
the 
protection and pres­ 
ervation ol 
quail, wild 
duck 
and 
deer, 
aud to enact other game laws, permits it to pa-- 
and enforce this, and it seems to be the peculiar 
province of a State to legislate concerning the 
preservation and protection of and to regulate 
aud control the right - of the people in its fishery 
and game interests, that thereby the good of the 
whole State tie subserved. 
Another thing—ever since the ease of People 
vs. Coleman i4 Cal., 16), which has been re­ 
peatedly affirmed by later dtci-ions, the power 
of the Legislature to lax trades, professions aud 
vocations has been settltd, and it is said to be a 
m atter completely within the control of, and, 
unless inhibited by the Constitution, eminently 
belonging to and resting in the sound discre­ 
tion ot the Legislature. Now. if the State has 
this yower. it certainly follows that it cau im 
pose a license tax on the vocation followed by 
defendant - a fisherman—as well as on any other 
trade or vocation. 
1 entertain no doubt as to the constitutionality 
of the Act. The defendant is adjudged guilty 
ot the crime of misdemeangr, ano ordered to ap­ 
pear for sentence.

has been recorded in Sacramento.

the past ffC years the highest thermom eter 
reached 1011° and over during twenty years; 
1854-55 and ’56 were respectively 102°." H f', 
100”. 
After 1850 the temperature did net 
reach 100° until th e year JN>. and for that 
year and '69, ’70, ’72, '72 and ’73, the m axi­ 
m um temperature was as follows, respect­ 
ively: 100°. 102°, 108”, 100c, 100°; 1874. 
100 ; 1877-78 and 1879 it was 103a, 101° and 
103°, respectively; 1882' to 1888 it was as 
follows for each year: MX*5, ll)4v, 100°. 105°, 
105°, 100° and 106° yesterday. 
T his is, 
therefore, the g-eatest number o f consecu­ 
tive years that the therm om eter registered 
100° and over. 
T he follow ing show s the 
record for continuous years show ing four 
cycles o f continuous hot years, oue of 3 
years, one of 6 years, one of 1 year, one of 
3 years, and one o f 7 years, which is down 
to and including the present year. 
W e see by the record that in 36 years 
there has been two extrem ely cold spells, 
the temperature falling to 19° in January, 
1854, and January, 1888; tw o extrem ely hot 
spells, on which thetem peraturerosetol06“, 
in 1870 and 1888. 
The year 1888so tar has 
been a peculiar one; first, it was the coldest 
winter but oue ever know n, and the spring 
(April i was the hottest ever known, and 
now comes this sum m er, the second hottest 
ever know n, and what freak is in store for 
ns the com ing fall is beyond the ken of the 
oldest inhabitant. 
T he temperature, wind and weather, at 5 
A. m. yesterday, was 6 4°.calm and clear; 12 
m , 94°, northwest and six m iles an h o u r; 5 
p. m , 103°, north aud four m iles an hour; 


30 P. m., 99°, calm and sm oky. 
T he aver­ 
age temperature was 84°, being 15° hotter 
than the normal for that day. 
The high­ 
est and lowest temperature was 106° and 
63°. 
The heat was not so oppressive yester­ 
day with the highest temperature at 100 
as the day before when it was but 100°, be­ 
cause the north w ind yesterday made the 
air dryer, thereby causing a more rapid 
evaporation than a south wind, and it also 
increases the difference between the dry 
thermometer and one whose bulb was kept 
wet all the tim e. 
T he temperature at 5 p m. was 10,';°, and 
the due point 62°, there being a difference 
between 
the two 
of 28°. 
Now, with 
north wind the difference would be 
m uch less, thereby causing perspiration to 
stand like heads on a person's body, sat­ 
urating all clothing and w ilting starched 
collars, shirts, etc. 
Such is life in the east­ 
ern patt of the United States. 
The highest 
temperature lo-dav at Red BIrff was 106°.

THE LOST CHESTER. 


INCIDENTS OF THE GOLDEN GATE 
S IEAMSHIP HORROR. 


G ra p h ic D escrip tio n s o f th e C ollis­ 
io n —A M ongol's B rav e A c t— 
D eeds o f H eroism . 


The following scenes aud incidents of 
the terrible collision in the Golden Gate on 
Wednesday are taken from the Call and 
Chronicle of San Francisco. Many pathetic 
scenes are graphically depicted, and others 
of individual heroism. The calamity was 
indeed the most shocking that has occurred 
on the coast in many years: 


UK i I’lC D ESC R IPTIO N . 


A B len d in g o f th e C o m m o n p lace W ith 
th e P a th e tic . 
K gentleman, one of the passengers on 
the Oceanic, writes the following vivid de­ 
scription of the terrible scene which en­ 
sued on the collision. His name, at his 
request, is not mentioned: 
‘ The Oceanic was steaming slowly along 
when a shock, sudden, but by no means se­ 
vere, was felt by those below ; it was as 
though she was rasping herself against 
some inconsiderable object—a sensation 
much the same as that experienced when a 
ship goes alongside a wharf or hulk, with 
fend-offs down. 
Hushing on deck the 
scene before the observer was stirring and 
horrible—one never to be forgotten. A 
steamer athwart our bows, evidently set­ 
tling down even to unpracticed eyes; boats 
being lowered from the doomed ship so 
hastily and recklessly that capsize seemed 
inevitable ; men and women rushing over 
thebows, looking back with dread anticipa­ 
tion of the fate awaiting those they had 
left behind. 
“On the deck of the sinking ship were 
men and women moving aimlessly about, 
their faces calm and expressionless, a blue- 
livid coloring the only iudication of the 
horror with which they were filled. The 
bows sank lower and lower, and the stem 
shortly stood erect. Hardly had a launched 
boat fell clear when, with a great plunge 
and a hissing groan, the City of Chester 
-rnk from our view, not more than five 
minutes, probably, from the time she was 
struck. 
“ Then followed a scene exceeding in 
ghastliness anything that imaginative real­ 
ism could approach; plauks and wreckage 
shooting up to the service, with here and 
there a struggling human form among 
them; women standing stunned and dazed, 
lookiDg wildly and beseechingly round for 
friends, who, but five minutes before, were 
standing by them on the deck of the now 
sunken ship. 
The boats came alongside with the res­ 
cued; hurry and excitement ensued; efforts 
to hoist up those nearly lifeless with ex­ 
haustion; shouts to get the women on board 
first; an apparently lifeless body from a 
small fishing-boat among the rest. Pain­ 
ful was the position of the many spectators, 
who, thinking only of how 'they could 
render assistance, were forced to stand idly 
by. 
" The arrival of those who had come off 
unscathed lent a yet more terrible aspect to 
the scene as they shook hands, and laughed, 
and ¡coarsely jested, with the relish of ordi­ 
nary existence, natural and unblamable in 
them, under the nervous excitement of the 
moment, but inexpressibly ghastly to a 
spectator, with 
signs of anguish and 
brute suffering as were elsewhere apparent 
arouud him. 
“Throughout, the blending of the coarsely 
commonplace with the pathetic was what 
constituted the chief horror of the catas­ 
trophe—horror which the realism of a Zola 
could hardly approach, or the pen of a 
Dickens fully describe. 
“ It is pleasanter to dwell upon what 
followed. Assistance 
is 
restoring 
the 
numbed and apparently lifeless was given 
unstintedly, and, with one painful excep­ 
tion, the efforts made were successful. 
Faces, coarse iu themselves, appeared so no 
longer when bending anxiously over those 
suffering forms; natures, probably uninter­ 
esting in every-day life, displayed their 
best and brightest sides. There was one 
tending a little insensible child; anxious 
and distraught tuough she was about some 
missing friends, she threw herself with all 
her might into working where w rk was 
needed. Those who were in terror for the 
bite of their missing ones (and there were 
many such), were being soothed with the 
best of sympathy—that which is real and 
unaffected. 
“ The disaster will never be fo-gotten bv 
those who witnessed it, but some not alto­ 
gether unpleasant recollections may be 
Associated for them with it ne\ ertheless. 
Let us hope that they may succeed in for­ 
getting the scene in its more painful as­ 
pect, and think only of it as of an occasion 
when they saw something of what is best 
in onr common nature; something of what, 
whenever and wherever it may be 'one. is 
always true and lovely and of good re­ 
port."

A P a ssen g e r's Vivid D escrip tio n o f th e 
C ata stro p h e. 
M any gentlem en and ladies, am ong th e 
Oceanic’s passengers, despite th e fog, w hich 
rendered th e deck o f th e vessel th e reverse 
01 agreeable, were out endeavoring to d is­ 
cern th e outlines o f the bey. A m ong others 
was M r. W . W ood, son of the w ell-know n 
8tock-broker. 
Mr. W ood gave a vivid ac­ 
count o f th e catastrophe, w hich h e h ad a 
very good o p portunity of seeing. 
“ I was standing on the hurricane deck," 
he said, “ u n d er the starboard earn er o f the 
bridge, an d w hile looking ahead heard th e 
w histling ot a vessel tw o points off our 
starboard bow . 
T he w histling was heard 
at th e sam e tim e by th e Captain an d the 
pilot on th e bridge above m e, and I heard 
distinctly an order given to w histle twice. 
W e appeared to be going very slow ly, 
though there was a very stroug flood tide in 
ou r favor. 
T b e fog was n o t too thick to 
render the outlines of L im e and F o rt P oint 
u n d k rtn ib le . 
T he 
O ceanic 
w histled 
twice, as I sa id .a n d shifted her course a few 
f 
oints p o rt tow ard th e Saucelito shore, 
wo w histles cam e from th e City of Chester, 
apparently in answ er to our signals, and 
everything appeared all rright, w hen su d ­ 
denly the approaching steam er loom ed up 
ou t of th e fog, and, strange to say, sh e a p ­ 
peared to be com ing directly tow ard us. 
•‘lo stea d of heading starboard sh e was 
being steered as though her C aptain in ­ 
tended passing us on the port side. 
O ur 
w histle w as again sounded tw ice. T h e 
Chester answ ered, b u t th e collision was 
then unavoidable. 
Into h er we crashed 
w ith irri8¡stiblc force, cutting her ju st as 
though she was a cheese. 
H e r deck a t the 
tim e was black w ith passengers, w ho ap ­ 
peared u3 th ey drew closer to us in a state 
of terrible excitem ent. Som e rushed to and 
fro; others threw th eir arm s up, shouted 
and cried out; others, apparautly, hardly 
grasped 
th e danger and stared 
around 
quietly. 
“ T hen w hen our boat struck them , th e 
people—m en, w om en and ch ild ren —com ­ 
m enced stream ing over our bow as quickly 
as they could. 
T he scene for a few m o­ 
m ents w as one of u tte r confusion. 
It was 
im possible to understand o r to realize w hat 
was occurring. 
T hen those w ho were 
w atching saw th e City o f C hester was 
slow ly sin k in g , and, as she gradually w ent 
dow n, the scene becam e terrible and" tragic. 
People scram bled np ropes, others endeav­ 
ored to catch hold ot the sharp bows of th e 
Oceanic. 
M others. haviDg lost th eir ch ild ­ 
ren, L urried to and fro, anxiously looking 
for them . 
H usbands, separated from tb eir 
wives, h u n g anxiously over the sides, en­ 
deavoring to discern if th e faces of those 
still on th e deck of the fated steam er were 
those of th eir dear ones. 
“ W hen at last she san k beneath the 
w aters, w ith th e m en and w om en on her 
deck, th e sight was sickening. 
A fter the 
explosion tne surface o f th e 
w ater was 
covered w ith wreckage, an d here and there 
we could discern heads floating. O ur boats 
were in th e w ater a few m inutes after the 
collision au d the crew s did spleudid w ork 
in picking up the survivors. 
So far as the 
event appeared to m e,” concluded Mr. 
W ood, " I don’t see w hat the O ceanic could 
have done o th er thau w hat she did." 
Mr. W ood has been enjoying a to ar 
tbrougb Jap an , having been aw ay from 
San Francisco about three m onths. 


A MOTHER’S GRIEF. 


As he viewed the wreckage from the 
upper deck of the China steamer a wurnan 
crying hysterically and holding on to the 
rail of the deck as if to prevent herself 
from jumping into the water attracted his 
attention. Her meaning was apparent, for 
struggling in the water was her 7-year-old 
daughter, vainly endeavoring to conquer 
the cruel waves. 
In an instant Spratt was upon tbe rail, 
and with one leap be dived inio the water. 
He reached the little girl justas she had 
come to the surface for the last time. He 
placed her in his arms and floated on bis 
back to the steamer. The pair were then 
taken on deck and the child restored to her 
grateful parent. The girl's mother, on be 
holding that Sprat t had saved her daughter's 
life, fell on her knees and passionately

There were three dogs—a splendid New­ 
foundland, a tine setter and a pug—tied up 
on deck, beiide a handsome setter that be­ 
longed to Mr. Debney, the purser. The 
first three went down with the vessel. In 
the panic on the part of the passengers and 
the anxiety on the {«art of the officers to 
save human life, the poor animals were 
forgotten, and their last melancholy wail 
mingled with the noise of the surging 
waters as they closed forever over the City 
of Chester. The pursers dog fared less ig­ 
nobly. While the ship was settling down 
in the water and horror filled ever breast, 
the intelligent animal seemed to take in 
the situation, and leaping on the rail with 
a defiant bark it sprang into the seething 
waters. If the story told by passengers on 
tne Oceanic who witnessed the animal’s ef­ 
forts be true, the instinct of self-preserva­ 
tion yielded to its nobler instinct for saving 
human life. It swain directly for a child 
that was struggling in the water, and seiz­ 
ing it by the clothing endeavored to bear it 
up, ami looked around for some person to 
assist it in its humane act. The fate of the 
child is not known, nor has the noble ani­ 
mal yet reported.

Ail of the seamen of the Chester were 
loud in their praise of the action of the first 
mate, Charles McCallum. He took charge 
of a number of the crew and manned the 
first lifeboat launched, and it was not until 
they saw his boat launched and riding 
sa.elv that the others made any attempt to 
go to the rescue of the people struggling in 
the water. 
He aud his crew succeeded in 
saving quite a number, and when they 
could do no more, McCullum returned to 
the deck of the Chester and went down 
with her. He arose to the surface, amid 
the debris, and struck out for clear water, 
where he was picked up by one of the 
Oceanic’s boats. The men who were with 
him in the lifeboat saw him return to his 
ship after being safe on the Oceanic, and 
when she went down supposed he was lost, 
and so reported. He. however, got ashore 
among the first, but did not. make himself 
very conspicuous about tbe offices, and it 
was the general idea that he had gone 
down. 


A GALLANT CHINAM AN. 


How a M ongolian Sailor Regcuect a B aby 
fro m a W atery G rave. 
The conduct of Ah Lun, the Chinese 
sailor spoken of by Captain Metcalf as the 
rescuer of a little baby, is described by 
those who saw the iucident as courageous 
in the extreme. Ah Lun was in a boat 
with three other Mongolians, and among 
the debris he discovered the head of a 
child. Throwing down his oar, he dived 
in after the little one, and then, after 
swimming for some distance, succeeded in 
reaching her. A few strokes brought him 
to the boat, which had been capsized in the 
whirlpool formed by the sinking steamer, 
aud, climbing on the keel, lie placed the 
child in such a po-itiun that the salt water 
was forced out of her month. 
A few moments afterward he was taken 
oil’and brought ou deck, where a mother 
was waiting to claim the little one. It was 
then discovered that Ah Lun had sustained 
maDy bruises and lacerations, his legs and 
arms being cut and scratched severely. 
Deputy Surveyor Fogarty was specially 
delighted with the conduct’ of the China­ 
man, who, it appears, is an old acquaint­ 
ance of his. When the urbane Deputy 
reached the deck the Chinaman accosted 
hint, and after receiving his congratula­ 
tions asked if he did not m ink he ought to 
be allowed to go on shore, though he was 
not a certificated man. Fogarty assured 
him that it it was in his power to let him, 
he would be made an American citizen 
without delay. 
“ If ever a Mongolian deserved to be ha­ 
beas corpused,” said Mr. Fogarty to a Call 
reporter, “ I think Ah Lun is the man." 


A CO M PETEN T O BSER V ER . 


C aptain K eed Says th e C a ta stro p h e W as 
N ot U navoidable. 
Among the passengers on the Oceanic 
was Captain Reed of theill-fatedSan Pablo, 
who was returning from Japan, where he 
had been on a mission for a local firm. To 
a Call reporter, who asked him for his 
opinion as to the catastrophe, he said: “It 
would afford me pleasure to give vou my 
opinion of the affair, but as I expect to be 
called as a witness, and probably will be 
asked to testify, it would be exceedingly 
improper for me to say anything which 
would be likely to prejudice the case one 
way or tbe other, i have no hesitation in 
saying, however, that the collision was not 
unavoidable, and that the fog was not so 
thick as to prevent our seeing the City of 
Chester three quarters of a mile off. I s ;w 
her when she was that distance from us. 
The cliffs on both sides of the channel were 
also discernible. 
She was several points 
to our starboard, running along the shore, 
and headed toward Lime Point.” 


B rave R escue by C h arle s r p ra tt ot D ue 
of Tw o C hildren. 
Charles S pratt, a seam an on the City of 
Chester, had, perhaps, th e m ost rom antic 
escape from being drow ned. 
H e did not 
desert tb e steam er u n til sh e was sinking, 
having assisted a num ber of lady passen­ 
gers to reach th e Oceanic. 
H e jum p ed 
into one o f the sm all boats, and in d iv id ­ 
ually was engaged in picking up those w ho 
ju m p ed in to th e w ater. 
H e rescued six 
pel s o n s , tw o o f w nom were ladies, aud 
placed them on the Oceauic. 
F rom cold 
and ex h an s’ion be was unable to proceed 
fu rth er w ith his laudable w ork, and w as 
finally com pelled to board th e O ceauic for 
his safety. 


A M other Lost. 
Ill a room at the Russ House completely 
prostrated with griet and by their injuries 
are two sisters, Miss Emma Prather and 
Mrs. E. Christmas, of San Diego. They 
were on their way, in company with their 
mother, to join their father at Rohnerville, 
Humboldt county. 
When the vessels struck some one at­ 
tached a rope,which had been thrown from 
the Oceanic, to Miss Emma Prather's waist 
and fastened the mother and sister to her. 
For some reason, probably from lack of 
time they were not drawn up immediately, 
and when the Chester sank they w««re 
crushed between the two vessels. 
The 
mother and Mrs.Christmas were torn away 
and the former is supposed to have boeu 
lost. 
Mrs. Christmas floated away for some 
seventy-five yards, when she found a line 
dangling from the Oceanic aud tying it to 
her waist was drawn to the steamer. The 
other sister was taken on board in an un­ 
conscious condition. 
John Greer’* Fate. 
John Greer, who is among the missing, 
was a wealthy vineyardist of St. Helena, in 
Napa county. His daughter, Miss L'zzie 
Greer, was also a passenger on the Chester. 
She and her father had got as far as the 
bow of the Oceanic, when he returned, 
contrary to his daughter’s wish, for some 
of his effects which were in their state­ 
rooms below. This was the last she saw of 
him. A young man said he saw Mr. Greer 
in his stateroom immediately before the 
vessel went down, and he is’certain that 
Greer went down with the ship. 
C. T. Davis lost his life in trying to save 
his sister, Mrs. Birdie Brewer, and her 
little gill Josie. Mrs. Brewer was picked 
up by a boat and taken on board the 
Oceanic in an exhausted condition. Her 
brother and child she is certain lest their 
lives.
